(Lecture: "Struggle Against Erroneous Tendencies, Evildoers and Evil

[Text] Our struggle against erroneous tendencies, evildoers and evil 
deeds is part of an effort to protect the interests of the party and 
people and is an obligation and a militant mission that no Communist Party 
member can evade.

He once 
said: “If L do not daringly speak out for fear of reprisals, I will have 
nothing to be proud of as a Communist Party member." During the Great 
Cultural Revolution, he was determined to wage a tit-for-tat struggle 
against Lin Biao, Chen Boda, Jiang Qing, Zhang Chunqiao and other 
carrerists and conspirators and to expose their evil deeds. In the wake 
of the "13 September" incident, Comrade Chen Yi, although cancer-stricken, 
still took an active part in the struggle to expose the Lin Biao anti- 
party clique's crimes, despite his doctor's advice.

In the future, as in the past, we must continue our strugele izainagst 
erroneous tendencies, evildoers and evil deeds. We must create an enduring 
political stability and unity so that our four modernizations can be acconm- 
piished without a hitch, The struggle against erroneous tendencies, evii-

We should take a tirm and clear-cut stand against counterrevolutionaries, 
saboteurs, and other criminals, and vehemently criticize erroneous ten- 
dencies and unhealthy and reactionary trends of thought. We cannot 
equivocate over matters of this magnitude. Nor can we take a wavering 
attitude toward them.

VESTIGES OF FEUDALISM'S INFLUENCE MUST BE REMOVED

(Text] The pernicious influence of over 2,000 years of 
feudalism still gravely exists in our country. This essay 
analyzes the manifestations of five aspects of pernicious 
feudal influence--autocratic rule and the modern deifica- 
tion movement; bureaucratic system and bureaucraticism; 
feudal privilege and cadre privileges; cliques and fac- 
tionalism; feudal law and discipline; and indifference 
toward the legal system. Obijectively speaking, the cause 

of deep-rooted feudal consciousness is the long history 

of feudal society in our country--the simultaneous birth 

of centralized autocratic rule and feudal society. Sub- 
jectively speaking, it is caused by our lack of deepgoing 
and persistent criticism of the feudal mentality and con- 
sciousness. We had even used feudal mentality to "criticize 
the bourgeoisie’ while conspirators such as Lin Biao and the 
"gang of four" practiced reactionary feudal despotism for 
over 10 years. 


Feudal monarchy has already been gone for 69 years. 


The semicolonial and semifeudal society on the Chinese mainland has also 
been gone for 31 years. 


Despite this, the reactionary stuff promoted by Lin Biao and the "gang of 
four" in 10 catastrophic vears is still feudal despotism. 


Why? 

However great the results we have obtained in our work after the smashing 
of the wane of four,” certain dark facets of socialist life in our country 
that have been exposed in the last 3 years or so are often directly or in- 


directly related to the remnants of feudalism. 


Again, why? 


Should this problem not arouse our concern, ponderance, and vigilance?! 








Comrade Hua Guoteng said: “The history of feudalism in our country is 
lone. (he economy and culture were relatively backward. in addition, in 
the past we did not sulficilently carry out correct propaganda work and 
correct implementation of democracy. Our system was also imperfect, Under 
these conditions, despotism, bureaucratisn, ‘special orivilege' mentality, 
paternaliem, and anarchism developed very easily. [It was precisely because 
of these conditions that our country was tricked by such conspirators as

oft the marks of this kind of old society. 


The legacy of over 2,000 years of feudal society--autocratic rule, the 
bureaucratic system, the “special privilege” mentality, cliques and fac- 
tionalism, indifterence toward the legal system, the resulting ofticial 
government style, bureaucratic attitude, red tape, and ofticialese--is 
directly and historically related to many unhealthy and abnormal phenomena 
that exist in real lite today. However, people do not dare to draw scien- 
tific analogies, lest they commit the error of "using examples in history 
to attack present-day personalities by innuendo.” Such worry is unnecessary. 
One should ditferentiate between historical analogies that are scientific 
and those that are vulgar. Vulgar historical analogies are a kind of 
antiscientific methodology that confuses appearance and essence to form 
some extremely arbitrary conclusions in a ridiculously brave spirit. 
Scientific historical analogies compare analogous phenomena in history 

for similarities and differences in nature to form conclusions based on 
laws. This is a method frequently used by revolutionary teachers. There 
are astonishing similarities, even though today's society essentially 
differs from past eras. We must keep in touch with reality and criticize 
and whip the remnants of feudalism in order to thoroughly destroy Lin Biao 
and the "gang of four" and all future social historical roots of antirevo- 
lutionary restorationist forces that wreak havoc. 


Manifestations of the Pernicious Influence of Feudalism 
Where then are the manifestations of over 2,000 years of feudalism? 


(1) Autocratic despotism and the modern deification movement. After Qin 

Shi Huang unified China, a centralized country under autocratic despotism 
was established. During the next 2,000 and more years, successive dynasties 
basically took over this system of feudal rule. Feudal corntries in Europe 
sometimes used the republican system (such as the republican cities of 
Italy), but China's feudal society was always a monarchy. Ail matters were 
decided by the emperor alone. To safeguard the feudal order and their class 
interests, civil and military officials in general were willing to have a

Givine concepts, In the 1960' » &bAN GBLAO and the ‘gang oO} four’ stirred 
up a deitication movement on an even larger scale. They deitied revolue- 
tionary leaders, advocated “one sentence against ten thousand sentences, 
smothered the democracy of party and people, and promoted teudal despotism 
within their jurisdiction. They treated docume.its read and circled by 
Comrade Mao Zedong as ‘imperial edicts,” and a few phrases in his speeches 
and writings as the “highest instructions," twisting them so that "every 
jentence Must bi irried out’ and even "the inc omprehens ble must also be 
implemented. The lid entirely to realize their own autocracy. Nom- 
inally they were upholding Corrade Ma edong, but actually they were 
upholding thems: is After the smashing of the "gang Ol four,” some 


fomrades Opposed the general and specitic policies determined by the Third 


Plenary Session ot the llth Party Central Committee and vigorously advocated 
the concept of the two ‘everys,' made frequent arrests on unwarranted 
charges, and acted like “highly held" apologists. To tell the truth, they 
were not safeguarding Mao Zedong Thought but their personal interests. 
History would go backward if we acteda rdineg to these Kinds of concepts. 


In a feudal society, besides the autocratic emperor, ministers and bureau- 
rats in his presence as well as provincial and local officials were also 
autocrats who were “under one person but above ten thousand people." For 
each, "what [ say goes." If you were a minor official you would have to 
listen to me; whoever was higher in rank possessed the "truth." The common 
people could only be docile and obedient, with absolutely no political dem- 
ocratic rights. As the saying goes, "Officials have freedom outside the law; 
the people have no shelter within the law." The influence of these remnants 
still exists. The party committees of certain departments have no collec- 


tive leadership and do not practice democ- centralism; or they twist 
democratic centralism into democratic ir: vic centralism, practicing 
autocracy with one person acting as tyre‘, applying "what I say goes” and 
not "letting everyone have his say"; or ‘con "letting everyone have 


his say’ into a ‘perfunctory say’ which becomes officialese and formalism, 
Is this not a reflection of che pernicious influence of feudal despotism? 


(2) Bureaucratic system and bureaucraticism. Officials of the feudal so- 
the emperor, so that securing official posts 
hecam special kind of profession. Monarchic rule was in fact also a 
kind of “official rule’ which was diametrically opposed to democratic rule. 
The evil of officials in a feudal society made people say with sighs and 
emotion: The fall of the state is caused by the evilof the officials.” 


lety were all appointed by 


Ours is a socialist society. Our cadre system is of course essentially 
different from the bureaucratic system of a teudal society. But because 
we have not entirely treed ourselves economically from small feudal pro- 
ducers’ divisiveness and aversion to discipline, serious defects still 
exist in the cadre system. The system of appointment and removal from top 
to bottom is still ba ally being practiced, and the lifelong appointment 
system for cadre posts also exists in reality. Regardless of work re- 
quirements and actual abilities, they can only go up but not come down. 





Simiiariv, certain state cadrea who cannot fulfill their duties and lack 
competence cannot lose their iron ricebowls, Some of our atate offices 
nave “more officers than soldiers” and in some cases “have generals but 

no soldiers.” At present the Central Committee is resolute in reforming 
the cadre system, including the abolition of lifelong appointment poste, 

the establishment and perfection of the whole syatem of examination, checks, 
rewards and punishments, rotation, retirement, and removal of cadres on the 
basis of fully taking the masa line. Thie is a vigorous measure to uproot 
the ideological influence of feudal remnants, It is something which will 
gain the support of the people and cannot be delayed, 


(3) Feudal privilege and cadre privilege. Feudal privilege is a product 
of teudal private ownership and is closely related to the feudal hierarchy. 
The most revered emperor enjoyed the greatest privilege. To win over 
officials and their following, he even expanded the privilege of his offi- 
cials. For example, the Northern Song emperors granted the privileges of 
seizing land and being exempt from service, and allowed relatives and 
friends of high officials and noble iords to directly obtain posta without 
having to go through the imperial examination. In everyday life, in addi- 
tion to salary, even tea, wine, sauce, and salt at the homes of officials 
were all supplied by the public. In short, any official position was bound 
to bring advantages. 


Logically speaking, all levels of our cadres today serve the people. They 
are \ e public servants of our society and should not enjoy any special 
privileges. To a certain degree, the system accordingly provides that 
which is wholly necessary and suitable for the working and living condi- 
tions of leading cadres; this should generally not be regarded as special 
privilege. It would be wrong to take advantage of one's authority to ex- 
ceed what is provided by the system, to practice personal privilege, and 
to seek gains for oneself and one's family. "If leading cadres cannot 
share comforts and hardships with us, how can we be of one heart and one 
mind with them?" Today, many improper habits among cadres are related to 
feudal consciousness. if feudal consciousness is not removed, it will be 
difficult to revive and carry on the fine style of the party. 





(4) Cliques and factionalism. Just as the peasants were economically de- 
pendent on the iandowners, feudal government officials needed to seek 
political patrons. Thus cliques and factions grew in large numbers. 
Bureaucrats and politicians formed all kinds of cliques territorially and 
in the imperial examination. Those not in office also formed their own 
cliques on the basis of personal ties for favors and close relationships 

in intellectual activities. Cliques and factions competed intensely among 
themselves over political views or self-interest, always helping each other 
to conceal evildoing and attacking those that were different. In feudal 
officialdom, those who did not participate in factions had no place in it. 
Lin Biao and the “gang of four" inherited the mantle of feudal cliques when 
they established their antirevolutionary factionalist setup. Quite a few 
of the members of their gang embarked on antirevolutionary official careers 





by going through the converted imperial examination (such aa Liang Xiao 
[2733 2400) and Lo Siding [5012 1635 7844]); conferrence of privilege 

(euch a8 Lin Ligue [2651 4539 2654) and that diehard follower in Liaoning); 
and taxation (such aa Wang Hungwen [3769 3163 2429) and hie Little brothers). 
Despite the fact that the factionaliat setup of Lin Biao and the “gang of 
four” has been destroyed, factionalism has not yet been removed, Many 
localities do not conduct their work according to party policies but use 
factionaliem as the standard, Our party is a militant collective estab- 
Lished according to democratic centraliem which resolutely does not allow 
any unprincipled factional atrife. Factionaliam is a reflection of feudal 
habite in gangs and cliques whose danger ta extremely great. It disinte- 
grates the party politically, corrupts it ideologically, and divides it 
organizationally, [It is a great enemy of the party, the people, and the 
four modernizations! 


(5) Feudal law and discipline, and indifference toward the legal system. 
Feudal rulere paid great attention to the enactment of feudal lawa to 
impose their forcibly obtained primitive rights on a certain social sta- 
bility. Although feudal countries demanded that their officials abide by 
tie law and provided for the punishment of lawbreaking officials, in fact 
the officials protected each other and basically did not achieve the so- 
called situation whereby "when a prince breaks the law he is guilty just 
like the common person.” Moreover, the higher the official position and 
the greater the authority, the more the official was not restricted by the 
law. Thus, during the Hungwu period of the Ming Dynasty, someone put up a 
cartoon outeide Nanjing's Chenghuang Temple which depicted a Buddhist monk 
wearing a hat and a Taoist monk wearing 10 hate. It was meant to be sa- 
tirical: “There is an official (homonymous with hat) with no law (homon- 
ymous with hair); too many officials (homonymous with hate), and the law 
(homonymous with hair) becomes messed up." As for the emperor, he “defies 
laws human and divine.” He entoved the right to make laws and had no 
obligation to obey them. During the time when they usurped power, Lin Biao 
and the “gang of four” practiced feudal, fascist dictatorship using ex~ 
tremely barbarous and cruel means to carelessly impose penalties “in 
accordance with the needs of class struggle.” Consequently they created 
countiess unjust cases and verdicts that could have caused people to boil 
with anger. Since the founding of the state, we have long been without a 
sound “civil code,” “criminal code,” and Litigation code,” so for lawabiding 
citizens there is no law to rely on and for violators there is no law to 
measure their crimes. Besides, certain of our judicial organs often sub- 
stitute party policies for the law and use the will of senior officials to 
measure crimes and impose penalties. This is also a manifestation of 
indifference toward the legal system. Such phenomena should not continue! 


Of course, the various manifestations discussed above are merely the main 
features and do not include all of the pernicious influence of feudalisa. 
But they more or lese show the disasters that feudalism has brought upon 

us. 








Afalyeie of the Causes of Deep=Rooted Feudal Consciousness 


The socialist revolution has already been going on for 30 years, Why are 
these demons of feudal remnants etill eo rampant, putting before ua the 
task to criticize them? Thia can be subjectively analyzed in two aspects, 


subjectiveiy, people often say that the long history of feudal seciety in 
China ia the cause of deep-rooted feudal consciousness, To be sure, Euro=- 
pean teudal society came about late and disappeared early, after no more 
than several hundred years, whereas it lasted over 2,000 vears in China, 
After it entered modern times, the nature of society underwent some changes 
but the threat of feudaliam did not diminish. Viewing this alone is not 
enough. China's feudal society not only lasted for a long time but had its 
own characteristics. In Europe's feudal transition, centralization did not 
occur at the same time, China's conditions were far different. It was 
said that "all the world is nothing but royal land and within the bound- 
aries of the domain are none but royal officials." At a glance, imperial 
power was everything. Autocratic centralization came about with feudal 
society. Moreover, the Chinese emperor embodied both imperial and divine 
power. This also differs from Europe's feudal society. It can be said 
that China's feudal society was not only “great in quantity” @n terms of 
length of time) but also “profound in quality" (referring to the high 
degree of monarchic rule). This was far more deep-rooted and developed 
than in European feudal society. It would not be possible to fully expose 
and criticize China's feudalism if we overlooked this. 





Objectively, the democratic revolution and the socialist revolution were 
carried on in our country for over a century, but the great enemy of 
teudalism has not aroused deepgoing and adequate ideological attention 
among the people. The enemy has not been put to death. The antifeudal 
revolution led by Dr Sun Yat-sen was a tragedy. During the period of the 
new democratic revolution, the weakness of China's bourgeoisie and the 
imperceptible influence of feudal mentality caused some antifeudal, brave 
and strong men to abhorrently support and struggle in the end for some- 
tning they were against--the “preservation of the quintessence of Chinese 
culture.” During the second revolutionary civil war, armed struggle was 
waged against local tyrants to divide the land and establish Soviet bases. 
The historical situation at that time did not permit deepgoing, sustained, 
and painstaking criticism of feudal mentality and consciousness. By the 
time of the war of resistance against Japan, nationalistic contradictions 
came to the fore. To defeat Japanese imperialism it was sometimes necessary 
to make certain strategic compromises with feudal forces. As for the war of 
liberation, its direct goal was to overturn the fascist tyranny of Chiang 
Kai-shek, feudalism was merely an “accompanying struggle." No fatal blow 
was struck against it politically, ideologically, or culturally. When we 
reached the stage of socialist revolution, opposition was directed mainly 
against the bourgeoisie, and the continuing struggle against feudalism was 
not yet on the agenda. We often say that we have already toppled the three 
big mountains, and this is correct, but sometimes it causes a misunderstand- 
ing. Many people regarded the overturning of political power represented 
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by feudal intereats ae being the end of feudaliem in China. Whoever showed 
signa of continuing the deepgoing criticiem of feudalism would be regard as 
"fellow travelers" of those who remained ideologically at the stage of the 
democratic revolution. For 4a long time in the past, we changed the slogan 
of “criticize the bourgeoisie” every day, and in the Great Cultural Revo- 
lution we even prposed that all professions must criticize the bourgeoisie, 
While feudaliam quietly slipped the net. lt was of course necessary to 
criticize the bourgeoisie, but what ideology did we use? Did we use pro- 
letarian or feudal ideology to criticize the bourgeoisie? The bourgeoisie 
expounded a false kind of “democracy.” Lin Biao and his gang substituted 
"700 million people need a centralized ideology,” so that the writings went 
to only one tune and opinions were all one-sided, resulting in feudal des- 
potiam, The bourgeoisie had used its parliamentary system to resist feudal 
monarchy, while we often substituted feudal, senior executive officials’ 
“rule of man” for the bourgeois “rule of law." The dourgeoisie advocated 
individualism and material enjoyment, but we resisted it with an "all- 
powerful spirit’ that was feudal, diverse, and rich. As the bourgeoisie 
opposed political authority, we replaced it with "early request for in- 
structions” and “late reports" for the leaders of feudal obscurantisn, 
resulting in Superstitution. How can this be scientific socialism and not 
feudal socialism--a retrogression of history! Thus, “criticizing the 
bourgeoisie” resulted in the great disasters of Lin Biao and the "gang of 
four" for both the country and the people. Some of our comrades are very 
vehement about bourgeois ideology, but they lack vengeance against feudal 
consciousness. They often use things feudal to “criticize the bourgeoisie." 
They should also learn from these lessons to avoid the mistake of repeating 
history. 


Historically, the Chinese people have suffered enough under feudalism, In 
LO years of turmoil, Lin Biao and the “gang of four” negatively impelled us 
to awaken to the truth. We have drawn some historical analogies and ana- 
lyzed past mistakes with the aim of avoiding the repetition of similar 
mistakes in the future. "To know that the wrong path is still not far 
behind is to realize what is right today and what was wrong yesterday." 
"To realize what was not remonstrated against in the past is to know what 
to look for in people in the future." Today, China's history has already 
reached a new turning point. The utter destruction of feudal remnants and 
the criticism of the influence of capitalist ideology are already on our 
agenda. Science is bound to overcome superstitution, and the roars of the 
guns of the socialist four modernizations are bound to drive away the 
ghosts of feudal consciousness. Brightness lies ahead!

[Text] Marx, a diligent student, was awarded a Ph.D. at the age of 23 
and became chief editor of the RHEINISCHE ZEITUNG at the age of 24. He 
was praised by people everywhere in Germany for his intellectual gifts 
and his well-known philosophical thinking. He was described by the Young 
Hegelians as "the greatest philosopher and the only genuine living 
philosopher today." Soon Marx became a cult of worship by everyone in 
society. 


Regarding himself as a humble person rather than as a god, Marx just 
ignored such plaudits. To him, no one was infallible. He held this as 
a truth. Now let me cite an interesting example in this connection. 

One day in November 1842, attracted by his reputation, Engels visited 
the editorial department of the RHEINISCHE ZEITUNG and met Marx there. 
During their first meeting, the two exchanged only general greetings. 
The visitor failed to create a good impression in Marx's mind. Upon 
returning home that day, he told his wife: "I met another fellow 
countryman today. Who known what kind of a person he is! He introduced 
himself as Friedrich Engels, a revelutionary and son of a businessman. 
Frankly, I don't believe that a businessman could produce a revolutionary!" 


A few days later, Engels visited Marx for the second time. Marx still did 
not trust him much, although their meeting was friendly and cordial. But 
a warm friendship suddently developed between the two following a few more 
meetings and talks at great length, which led Marx to find Engels’ 

stands, viewpoints and methods strikingly similar to his own. In his 
article "Program for Criticism of the Political Economy," Engels 
independently drew a conclusion that was amazingly similar to Marx's 
viewpoint--a conclusion that attracted the latter's great attention. 


Deeply impressed by this article, Marx began to recognize Engels as a 
genuine revolutionary. From then on, they vowed to work together for the 
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ame cause, As @ result of such contacts, a great friendship also grew. 


Later, his wife deliberately teased Marx by saying: “Is that the man 
whom you earlier reterred to as the son of a businessman, Friedrich 
Engels?" Marx delightfully replied: "When I first met him, 1 misjudged 
him. He is mot that old Frederick (a reference to the King of Germany) ." 
Marx also called Engels "a great genius!" 

Eventually, Marx corrected his misjudgment of Engels. But what does this 
story imply?’ It vividly enlightens us to the truth that famous persons, 


including Marx, can also make mistakes, Sometimes they tend to misjudge 
the people. No one in the world can foresee or judge everything correctly, 
nor is it advisable to take everyone's word at face value. "Only a time- 
consuming test will tell us how far a horse can run and whether or not 

a friend is honest.” Years of practical experience showed that Engels 
was really worthy of the name of a genuine great revolutionary--one who 
was praised by Marx's daughter as the "general of a vast proletarian 
army.'' Everyone will agree that without Engels' support and assistance, 
Marx could not possibly have achieved his greatness as it is known today. 
This was why Marx, on several occasions before his death, sincerely 
pleaded with Engels to forgive him for misjudging his beloved friend. 
Marx once said to Engels: "At first, I misjudged you as a philistine 
merchant. Now I know that without you, I can achieve nothing." When 
Marx was ill and becridden during his late years, Engels came to see him 
almost every day. One day, Marx said affectionately: "If you didn't 
come to comfort me one day, I would feel something missing in my mind." 
This remark displayed Marx's boundless respect and gratitude for Engels. 


Lenin once said: "Neither Engels nor Marx was entirely infallible. We 
must take an entirely different attitude toward their mistakes. Other- 
wise we will commit 1,000 more mistakes." What does this imply? It 
enlightens us to the truth that under no circumstance should we worship 
our leaders as gods. We should love our leaders, carefully evaluate 
their mistakes and analyze their meritorious deeds and misdeeds and right 
and wrong in a positive way.

[Text] During the Great Cultural Revolution, enemies at home and abroad 
took advantage of this period of upheaval and stole party and state 
secrets on a grand scale. During the last few years, in the aftermath 

of the return to normalcy in political life for both the party and the 
nation, the work of safeguarding secrets has been attracting the serious 
attention of more and more people. However, up to now the failure to pay 
proper attention to safeguarding secrets has still not been completely 
overcome, and, as before, a great many secrets are being continually leak- 
ing out. Just how are these secrets being leaked out? A serious inves- 
tigation would show that one important leakage, among others, is caused 
by the insensitiveness and negligence of the children of some cadres, 
especially high ranking cadres. 


Some cadres in leadership positions, due to advancing age or ill health, 
spend a great deal of time at home reading documents and discussing their 
work, and some of these comrades, because they are at home, neglect the 
rules which govern the safeguarding of party secrets and casually allow 
family members, including children, to come in contact with important 
party and state secrets. There are also some cadres who are fond of hold- 
ing grand discussions at home and often unintentionally slip out confi- 
dential information concerning things which should not be discussed. Some 
even bring home documents whose readership is restricted to high ranking 
cadres and hand them over to their children to read. It is this totally 
unconcerned attitude towards secrets and this kind of behavior which 
flouts discipline necessary for safeguarding secrets that have created 
the situation where danger lurks that secrets will be leaked out. 


As soon as party and state secrets are passed on to the children of cadres, 
it becomes very easy for them to find their way into society at large. 
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than those of their parents. Their tellow students, coworkers and 
'riends are spread out among every occupation and walk of life. To be 
sure, the great majority of cadre children minege to be conscientious 
about not spreading around inner-party secrets, but some of them have 
Geveioped a blind sense of superiority, presume Chat they deserve sape- 
Clal treatment » Lenore party Gime ipi ine governing the safeguarding of 
secrets and diacuss innerparty secrets about which others know nothing 
wheresoever they happen to go in order to let people know how different 
they are from the masses, and they disseminate the contents of confiden- 
tial documents just in order to show off, Some even go so far as to 
take confidential documents out of the home and casually passa them around 
for others to read, because of their serious lack of conscientiousness 
respecting the safeguarding of secrets, this group of people cause a great 
many party and state secrets to spread through society like wildfire--one 
person passes the secrets to 10 people, then 10 people to 100 people, and 
a main channel opens up through which secrets are divulged, 





Both at home and abroad, people with thousands of schemes and hundreds of 
plans to steal intelligence concerning our party and state realize how 
Vulnerable these children of high ranking cadres are, and they make them 
their main targets as means to obtain intelligence. These hostile ele- 
ments, working through acquaintances, friends, or friends of friends, 
directly or indirectly get close to the children of high ranking cadres 
and become friendly with them. They then devise ways and means of obtain- 
ing through them information about innerparty conditions and of copying 
innerparty documents. How is it possible that this situation is still not 
critical enough to alert the children of high ranking cadres to be properly 
Vigilent! 


This situation in which secrets are thus leaked out is something which the 
cadre children themselves must bear responsibility. However, their parents 
must bear an even greater responsibility. The leaking of secrets begins 
with people who know secrets, and if we want to prevent secrets whose 
management should be restricted to cadres in leadership positions from 
being leaked out by their children, it is necessary to stop the source 
of the leaks among the cadres themselves. Party cadres must arrange 
things so they do not allow their children to see documents they should 
not see, know about situations about which they should not know--so they 
do not have any secrets themselves to leak out.

On public buses it is usually possi- 
ble to meet this kind of person. Sometimes several such persons get on 
together and immediately find a place to stand where one of them, knowing 
a great deal about some matter, with lively and graphic description, be- 
gins to speak, enumerating point after point just as if he were giving a 
report. Sometimes one would go so far as to identify a superior by name 
and discuss what he said, continuing and not even finishing speaking when 
it is time to disembark. Another example is that after having heard a 
report and boarding a bus after a meeting, some people would start in to 
comment, beginning with a discussion of the main points of substance pre- 
sented in a conference, then adding on their own opinions. They would go 
on this way without the least restriction. The substance of all this in- 
volves secret matters of the party, the government and science and tech- 
nology. There are also some comrades who sit in a bus just as if they were 
still in the conference room, completely at ease in discussing the internal 
affairs of party committees, even including the transfer of personnel, and 
if there happens to be someone nearby who is paying attention to this kind 
of talk, these comrades would exercise no caution. 


[ believe that most of these comrades are party members or party cadres. 
All we need to do is have party committees at all levels take the safe- 
guarding of party and state secrets seriously, and, before and after meet- 
ings, educate people about safeguarding secrets and indicate to cadres who 
are party members that they are requested to uphold such safeguarding prac- 
tices; they should also reaffirm discipline concerning the safeguarding of 
secrets and should have everyone become vigilent. Then the whole phenomenon 
of leaking secrets will largely fade away. At the same time, we also must 
request that party members themselves pay heed to the prevention of secrets 
being leaked out.

[Text] Question: Our nation has made Marxiem-Leniniem and Mao Zedong 
Thought the guides to thinking and is committed to atheism, so why has 
the constitution also permitted the freedom of religion? 


Answer: It is true that our nation is a socialist country which has made 
Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought the guides to thinking. Marxists 
and communists are people who do not endorse an idealistic world outlook 
based upon some religion. In fact, not only do they not endorse such a 
religious world outlook, they also insist on doing battle with religion. 
On the whole these are the rudimentary principles of materialism and 
Marxism. However, Marxism does not at all merely rest at these rudimen- 
tary principles but also progresses beyond them to seek out better ways 
to struggle against religion, and, if it really does seek to do that, it 
must have appropriate methods as well as appropriate policies. 


The freedom of religion which the constitution allows is based upon a 
scientific analysis of the nature of religion. 


Firet, Marxiem has made a penetrating study of religion as a social phe- 
nomenon and has scientifically analyzed the various basic causes for the 
mass belief in religion. The conclusion is that the fundamental reason 

for the birth and continued existence of religion is that people are not 
completely able to withstand and conquer the oppression they suffer from 
the forces of nature and society. As long as this basic cause, upon 

which religion relies for its existence, does not vanish, it will be impos- 
sibie for religion to wither away. The complete demise of religion will 
happen only after a very long time of historical process. Since religion 
exists, that must mean that people believe in it. This is a fact of objec- 
tive reality which has nothing to do with any shift in our basic determina- 
tion. 
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Second, religious belief is essentially a problem of ideological under- 
standing. Ali problem of an ideological nature can be solved gradually 
only by persuasion or by raising one's ideological awareness, If we 
attempt to employ governmental decrees which would rigorously suppress 

or attempt to eradicate religion, the result would be the opposite of our 
intention, Engele once warned sternly: "“Pradicate religion,” and this 
way of going about the problem earned him the title of “renderer of serv- 
ice to God," Not only did he fail to eradicate religion, he actually 
made the peoples’ seal for it increase! 


Moreover, the very great majority of people who believe in religion belong 
to the laboring masses. Although they and the Marxists differ as far as 
world outlook is concerned, thie nevertheless does not at all prevent 

all of ue from wanting to share in the same economic benefits and from 
having one single political direction. For example, among the religious 
population of our country, 4 great majority of them support socialiem, 

are actively taking part in the four modernizations and want to see a 

rich and strong motherland, It is just as Lenin said: “The unity of the 
oppressed classes in carrying out their true revolutionary struggle to 
establish a Heaven on Earth is more important than the unity of the prole- 
tariat on their concept of Heaven.” ("Complete Works of Lenin,” chapter 10 
p 65.) This statement reaffirms the persistent and thoroughgoing atheism 
of Marxiem; it also upholds the reason for permitting religious belief. 


Feudal Superstition Prohibited

[Text! Question: We allow freedom of religion, so why do we prohibit 
feudal superstitious activities? 


Anewer: In our country, religious belief is a freedom, but feudal super- 
stitious activities muet be prohibited. The reason for this is that al- 
though feudal superstitions and religious beliefs have the same basic 
characteristics--both are founded upon a basis of idealism and a belief 
in the supernatural--their respective forms of expression and the roles 
they play in society are vastly different. 


What we commonly term religions include the most important world religions: 
Buddhiem, Christianity and islam, and what we mean by freedom of religious 
belief has to do with whether or not freedom is granted to follow these 
religions. It does not mean freedom to engage in feudal superstitious 
activities. Because these religions were all created under certain his- 
torical conditions and have had more than 1,000 years of history, in the 
course of their later development they each produced a consolidated body 
of canonical scriptures, a dogma, a ritual and an institut ionalized 
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organization, Religions not only provide three-fifths of the world's 
population with some form of apiritual belief, they are also enormously 
influential in international political and social life, especially in 
those countries which venerate some religion as the state religion. In 
our country, due to various historical factora, religion has in no period 
ever managed to occupy 4 position of governmental authority. However, it 
has become closely interconnected with the historical development, the 
customs and mores of some of our minority peoples. For example, those of 
our country who are followers of ialam include 10 such nationalities, 
including the Hui, the Uighurs, the Kazakhe and others. The Mongola, 
Tibetans and the Dai as well as others extensively follow Buddhism (in- 
cluding Lamaism), and Christianity has considerable influence among the 
Miao, the Yao and the Yi peoples. In addition, there are still some peo- 
ple in our country who are followers of the Taoist religion. In general, 
we can say that all religions have five characteristics: a lasting nature, 
a MAss nature, an international nature, and ethnic nature and a character 
of complexity. Therefore, the solution of the problem of religious belief 
among the masses is not only something which will take a long time but 
also something for which governmental decrees will prove ineffective. 
This is why we must adopt a policy which allows freedom of religion. 
Lenin declared quite clearly: "Thoroughly respect all sincere religious 
beliefs, as long as such beliefs do not rely upon force or deception to 
spread their message." ("Complete Works of Lenin,” chapter 12, p 280.) 


However, feudal superstitions are quite a different matter. For example, 
trying to attain immortality by following rules of “purity,” persuading 
gods to descend through the offering of sacrifices, healing illness by 
exorcising demons, divination with the hexagrams of the Yi-jing, the prac- 
tices of phrenology and geomancy--all of these are absurd and fantastic 
practices which have nothing to do with the problem of "religious faith." 
People who practice witcheraft often used superstition in their schemes to 
swindle people out of money. Some members of the masses, in fact, are 
constantly being tricked and deceived, not only do they suffer economic- 
ally but sometimes, because of the consequent delay in obtaining proper 
medical care, harm is even done to their lives! At the same time, feudal 
superstitions easily lend themselves to being exploited by evil persons 

to spread unfounded rumors, even to the extent of fomenting counterrevolu- 
tionary activities which throw normal production and social life into great 
disorder. Therefore, for the sake of protecting the interests of the 
masses, we must prohibit feudal superstitious activities. Article 165 of 
the Criminal Law of our country states: "Those who practice witchcraft 
for the purpose of spreading rumors or swindling people out of money and 
property will be sentenced to imprisonment for not more than 2 years' 
detention or surveillance. In grave cases, the offender will be sentenced 
to imprisonment for not less than 2 years and no more than 7 years." Of 
course, as long as superstitions do not influence activities in politics, 
social life and production, the best measure to take in dealing with them, 
after all, is to engage in efforts to educate people to develop right 
thinking, and it is not simply to bring governmental action to bear on them.

Hence, rectification of 
unhealthy tendencies is certeinly not a minor matter of little consequence, 
as it ties in with safeguarding the fundamental interests of the party and 
state.

perfectly all right to place several of one's own children in good posi- 
tions," and unhealthy trends are just common sights and practices to which 
everyone is accustomed. This has seriously violated "Certain Guiding 
Principles for Inner-Party Political Life." 
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Purthermore, the gravity of the matter has been revealed by the fact that 
when many party members and people, Like Comrade Fan Xiongxiong, answered

CORRECT ATTITUDE TOWARD ERRING COMRADES URGED

Proletarian revolutionaries of the older generation have set us a brilliant 
example for correctly dealing with comrades who have made mistakes. Com- 
rade Luo Ronghuan [5012 2837 2719] was one of them. In handling erring 
comrades, he used to go in for patient persuasion and education, while 
firmly opposing those wrong methods of readily lecturing and punishing 
people. He always maintained: "It is not necessary to beat a drum with 

a heavy hammer." In the "democracy inspection" campaign during the war of 
resistance against Japan, a comrade feverishly engaged in anarchist activ- 
ities, launching attacks against individual comrades in charge of the then 
Military Work Committees (of provincial government), thus attempting to 
negate the party's collective leadership. Marshal Luo patiently explained 
to this comrade: "The imperfections in our work are as unavoidable as the 
black spots on the sun, which should not be regarded as dark clouds." This 
comrade not only turned a deaf ear to the exhortation, but went so far as 
to contradict rudely: "Those black spots and those dark clouds are hanging 
above my head right now." But Marshal Luo remained unoffended and tried 

to talk him round gently: "Comrade, your vehicle has been driven toward 
the very edge of danger; one step farther and it will get into the mire." 
Even though all the comrades proposed to punish him, Marshal Luo kindly 
made it clear to everybody: "Facing the same destiny and sharing weal and 
woe with the masses, he fought hard against the enemy all those years 

and contributed a great deal. Let's forgive him. Haven't you all just 
read Comrade Mao Zedong's ‘Study' and ‘Current Situation’ ['Xue Xi' and 
"Shi Ju']? Hasn't Comrade Mao Zedong advocated clarifying ideas as well 

as unifying comrades? This is a very good principle which we all should 
follow." Comrade Luo Ronghuan was really a model in carrying out the 
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policy of “learning from past mistakes to avoid future ones, and curing the 
sickness to save the patient," 


We have been enlightened by this example of Comrade Luo Ronghuan in cor- 
rectly handling erring comrades: First, Communist Party members cannot be 
free from shortcomings just like the sun cannot be free from black spots. 
Second, as for those comrades who have made mistakes, it is necessary to 
justly appraise their merits and demerits from an historical and overall 
point of view, and not to totally negate a person as soon as he commits an 
error. And third, we must not only uphold our party's consistent policy 
of allowing comrades to make and correct their own mistakes, but we must 
also positively help and save those erring comrades. By no means should 
we cold shoulder or bar or even bludgeon anyone once he commits an error. 





The task of correctly treating erring comrades is definitely not a problem 
of handling people and matters in general, but rather it is determined by 
the character and role of our party as a major principle in our party 
building. Our party is the vanguard of China's working class, and our 
party's general task at the present stage is to build China into a power- 
ful, modern, socialist country that is highly democratic and highly 
civilized. The ultimate aim is to abolish classes and realize communism. 
To fulfill such a glorious and arduous task in human history, it is 
imperative to form an enormous and powerful revolutionary army by mobiliz- 
ing thousands upon thousands of people. This will require us to unite 
with all the forces that can be united, including those erring comrades. 
In carrying out a revolution, it is always better to unite as many comrades 
as possible. As for those erring comrades, it is absolutely necessary for 
us to conduct serious criticism, point out the nature and harmfulness of 
the errors committed, and help them recognize and rectify those mistakes. 
However, this kind of criticism must be conducted with wholehearted 
enthusiasm and good intentions. As Comrade Luo Ronghuan noted: "What 

an erring cadre needs most is assistance from our party leadership and 

all the comrades, who must more than ever treat him with warmth and concern." 
Over the past 3 years and more since the smashing of the "gang of four," 
the fact that the majority of erring comrades during the Cultural Revolu- 
tion were able rather promptly to change their stand, draw a clear ideo- 
logical dividing line, acknowledge their errors, and learn their lessons 
was chiefly due to the general and specific policies drawn from both posi- 
tive and negative experience that our party has correctly implemented over 
the past several decades. Otherwise, there wouldn't have been such a 
political situation of stability and unity or such an enthusiastic atmo- 
sphere in which we all are of one heart and one mind in advancing the 
cause of the four modernizations. 


At present, we all are studying and carrying out the "guiding principles," 
the 10th point of which reaffirms our party's consistent policy toward 
correctly handling erring comrades: “Learn from past mistakes to avoid 
future ones, and cure the sickness to save the patient." This guiding 
principle for inner-party political life requires us to specifically 
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analyze the nature and seriousness of our erring comrades’ mistakes, based 
on our complete grasp of the facts, and to atrictly distinguish between 

the two different types of contradictions, One must not describe an 
ordinary blunder in work or a mistake in ideological understanding as a 
political error, nor should one describe an ordinary political mistake 

a8 an error in political line, which retains the nature of inner-party 
Struggle with a question of counterrevolutionary nature, involving attempts 
to subvert the party and the socialist state. We must honestly go by the 
truth in criticizing and educating erring comrades, so that our critictam 
is based on facts and our statements are based on conclusive evidence, 

We cannot afford to make groundless accusations or go by hearsay, and 

of course we are not to fabricate stories to frame comrades, Within the 
party, it is impermissible to transcend party discipline or violate state 
laws in dealing with party members. And it is absolutely forbidden to 
solve inner-party problems by resorting to feudal-fascist means, as 
formerly used by Lin Biao and the "gang of four." A prudent approach must 
be adopted in handling a person's case. Whenever the contradiction cannot 
be determined as one between the enemy and ourselves or as one among the 
people, the case will be handled for the time being as one among the people. 
Prudence is all the more essential in handling a case which involves 
deciding that the contradiction is one between the enemy and ourselves, 
expelling the person concerned from the party, and relegating the case to 
judicial organs for disposition. Under no circumstances is it permissible 
to implicate innocent family members or relatives of the person involved. 
Meanwhile, it is still necessary to persist in the principle of "mistakes 
must be corrected whenever discovered" in handling erring comrades. Even 
judged and authorized by party organizations at any level or by any party 
leaders, all unjustly misjudged cases since the founding of new China 

must be redressed in a matter-of-fact way, and all libel must be repudiated. 
Those comrades who have erred should not only face up to their mistakes 

and sincerely accept criticism and assistance,and even necessary disciplin- 
ary action, from party organizations and comrades, but also conscientiously 
draw lessons, thus effectively redressing errors and improving themselves 
through practice. Those who do commit serious errors but refuse to 

rectify them should be punished more heavily.

GUANGDONG UNIT CORRECTS ABUSES OF PARTY BRANCH SECRETARY

[Text] Not long ago, the members of the disciplinary inspection commis- 
sion of the Cangshan County Party Committee made an in-depth investigation 
of Guo Zhongwen [6753 0022 2429], party main branch secretary of Chubao 
administrative district of Lanling commune. The committee had received 
many letters from the people in the district complaining about Guo's 
violation of the "guiding principles." Under the pretext of relocation, 
Guo organized private parties and dinners, accepted gifts and engaged in 
activities which blemished the spirit of the party. 


Guo Zhongwen was made the party main branch secretary of the Chubao 
administrative district of Lanling commune in 1977. In early June of this 
year, the commune party committee decided to relocate him to the Aiqu 
administrative district. Ignoring a wheat production meeting scheduled by 
the party branch committee, he dispatched people to purchase meat, vege- 
tables, wine and tobacco, and to collect fish from the fish ponds of 
production teams in order to organize a farewell party for himself. On 

5 June, he entertained himself in his office and spent the whole day 
watching movies. On the evening of 8 June he again discussed his farewell 
party, to be held on the next day, at the meeting of brigade party branch 
secretaries. The various brigade party branch secretaries brought along 
presents the next morning to the office and started feasting and drinking. 
After the drinking, they sent Guo and the presents to his home (3 li from 
the office) in a tractor which belongs to the production team. Upon 
arriving home, Guo threyv a dinner party to entertain the organizers of his 
farewell party. Even more serious, Guo ordered the office to reserve 
three tables for a banquet, and required all brigade party branch secre- 
taries in the Aiqu administrative district to attend the occasion. On 

1l June, Guo went to start work at the office of the Aiqu administrative 
district. Early that morning, a large group of people in the Chubao 
administrative district took along their tractors, musicians and presents 
to see him off. When the team arrived at the Aiqu administrative district 
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headquarters, some of the brigade cadres had already arranged a reception 
dinner as previously ordered, Subsequently, more than 30 people took part 
in a feast, which lasted till 3 pm. In the course of his move, Guo con- 
sumed 124,93 yuan of public funds and received many presents, Among the 
latter are clocks, bedspreads, rugs, a bedroom mirror, thermo flasks and 
washbasins, Guo took these gifts to the commune's retail stores in 
exchange for cash, He got more than 50 yuan from the bedroom mirror alone, 
The members of the commune were angry over the fact that while they were 
busying themselves in the wheat fields, these people were feasting then- 
selves. How could they serve as cadres? 


The members of the discipline inspection commission were very concerned 
and investigated the matter. They recognized that the occurrence of the 
incident after the promulgation of the "guiding principles” was indeed a 
serious matter. This is particularly the case since the county party 
committee has repeatedly stressed the importance of concentrating al] 
labor and material resources in order to increase production. At the 
critical period of the "three summers,'’ Guo Zhongwen dared to ignore the 
party's regulations and used the vehicles and musicians of his district 

to give him a farewell party which lasted for four to five days. No one 
among the more than 10 brigades in the 2 administrative districts cared 
about summer planting and harvests, which created a very bad impression on 
the masses. In order to uphold party regulations and spirit, the Cangshan 
County Party Committee decided to dismiss Guo as party main branch secre- 
tary, subject him to party discipline, order him to return the gifts he 
had received, and pay for the expenditures incurred for his farewell 
party. At the same time, an announcement was made throughout the county 
admonishing cadres and party members not to engage in similar actions, and 
encouraging them to adhere to the "guiding principles" so that they will 
become good cadres and party members who observe party regulations.

GUANGDONG COUNTY LOOKING AFTER WELFARE OF RETIRED CADRES

[Text] The Shouguang County Party Committee regards the task of caring for 
the livelihood of old retired cadres to be a momentous affair. They have 
attended to the task of insuring the availability of successors and manage- 
ment personnel and have applied measures to provide for old retired cadres 
so that they can spend their retirement years in happiness. 


Shouguang County is a famous revolutionary base in our province. Several 
years ago, quite a few old cadres left their posts and retired to their 
hometowns. The county party committee recognized that most of these old 
cadres had participated in the revolution during the civil wars, that they 
had acquired years of experience and that they had actively contributed to 
the party and the state. Caring for their livelihood is an immediate 
responsibility of the organization. In order to do the work well, manage- 
ment teams have been organized from the county level to the commune level 
to facilitate their retirement. In the course of their work, the Shouguang 
County Party Committee has specifically performed the following five tasks. 
First, the committee has helped organize study groups to help old retired 
cadres read newspapers and magazines. All documents sent down from above 
will be dispatched to them according to regulations. They will also be 
informed about meetings they need to attend. Second, retirement centers 
have been established for cadres of county-level rank and above. Adminis- 
trative, medical and daycare personnel are provided to insure (by means of 
two visits a year to the residences of old retired cadres) that their 
homes do not leak during the summer and that there will be enough heat 
during the winter. Third, the county hospital has created special rooms 
for old retired cadres. Some commune clinics have specially organized 
medical personnel to offer physical checkups to old retired cadres as 
preventive measures.

with regard co how work can be improved, In this way, the activism of 

old retired cadres can be effectively mobilized Despite hia health 
problems, old retired cadre Dong Wanxiang [5516 8001 4382] has given 

more than 300 lectures on revolutionary traditions to various schools 

and communes. He earnestly asserted that the important task of old cadres 
is to educate the younger generation, Like other ordinary cadres, old 
retired cadre Wang Haojin [3768 1170 6855] of the Wanggao Seventh Brigade 
of Wanggao Commune offered voluntary help to the party branch secretary 
and became a useful assistant to the party branch, At the same time, he 
organized old retired cadres to form the "Foolish Old Men's Team" to 
engage in tree planting, lotus growing, fish farming and manure collection, 
They have accumulated more than 10,000 yuan in capital and have received 
high praises from the overwhelming majority of commune members.

[Zhongguo Xinwenshe Report on Song Renqiong HONGQI Article on Cadre System] 


[Text] HONGQL No 16 of 1980 published recently carried two articles on the 
reform of the cadre system, These two articles pointed out that while China 
is carrying out an economic reform, it should also conscientiously reform 
its cadre system. The first article entitled "Conscientiously Solve New 
Problems Facing our Organizational Work" was written by Song Renqiong. In 
his article, he discussed some common problems existing in the cadres’ 
ranks: "In leadiug bodies at all levels, there are too many main leading 
cadres and they are a bit too old as a whole. Their cultural level is 
comparatively low and only a few of them master vocational knowledge and 

are well versed in management." 


The second article was written by Shen Baoxiang entitled "Raising Our 
Consciousness to Oppose Privileges." He pointed out: "There are marked 
vestiges of feudalism in many of our specific systems," "some cadres have 
blurred the distinction between being revolutionaries and being officials 
and reversed the relations between masters and public servants." He also 
said: "Some people who are strongly influenced by feudal ideas have re- 
garded their high ranks as feudal title of nobility which can be used to 
claim various privileges. They have wrongly thought that they are entitled 
to enjoy these privileges.” 


The two articles have left the following impression on us: Although China's 
1.8 million cadres are reliable forces to realize the Four Modernizations, 
some serious problems which are not in accord with the requirement of the 
Four Modernizations have existed in our cadres' ranks. These problems mani- 
fest themselves in the following ways: First, some cadres lack the knowledge 
for realizing the Four Modernizations; second, there are severe weakpoints in 
our cadres’ ranks in terms of ideology, organization and work style. These 
include the influence of feudal ideology, cadres' de facto life service system, 
the practice of “what I say counts,” patriarchy, overconcentration of power, 
bureaucratism, privileges and so forth; third, many cadres in the leading 
bodies are too old and weak and there are only very few cadres who are in the 
prime of life. To deal with these defects, Song Renqiong proposed in his 
article a comprehensive method of “combining three into one": Select a 
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number Of excellent middle-aged and young cadres and place them in leading 
bodies; make proper arrangements for a number of cadres whe are too old and 
weak and cannot work regularly; and transfer some unqualified cadres to other 
poste, Seng Rengiong is 4 secretary of the secretariat of the CCP Central 
Committee and director of the organization department of the CCP Central Com 
Mittee., His article revealed the work which is being carried out in the 
ofgant#ation department, 


fo deal with the problems connected with the cadres’ work style, the CCP 
Central Committee has promulgated the “guiding principle for inner=party 
political life" and some regulations on senior cadres’ salaries and benefits. 
Shen Baoxiang said in his article that to implement these principles and 
regulations, we should, first of all, “enact a law and place initial emphasis 
on education work. In addition, we should stress observance of the law and 
that those who violate the law should be punished. We should be strict in 
implementing the law." We maintained that while carrying out a reform of 

the cadre system, we should atrengthen ideological education work for cadres 
at all levels, 


Song Rengiong called on people to emancipate their minds, abandon the out- 
dated concept of promoting cadres in accordance with their qualifications 

and seniority and adopt a new idea of appointing cadres. He also criticized 
some senior cadres’ practice of individually selecting their successors, say- 
ing that it manifests the pernicious influence of feudalism and that it runs 
counter to the principle of the collective leadership. 


Shen Xiangbao's article also refuted a wrong viewpoint that cadres’ privileges 
resuit from the socialist system itself. He pointed out that people who hold 
this viewpoint have failed to distinguish the differences between the social- 
ist system and exploiting system and that they do not know what privileges 
really mean. The practice of seeking privileges on the part of some cadres 
should neither be regarded as something inherent in the socialist system 

not a reflection of the nature of our administrative organs. Instead, it 

is a vestige left over from the old society. 


These two articles are convincing because their arguments are well-rounded, 
close-knit and logical. The CCP Central Committee is determined to solve 
the main problems in the cadres’ ranks in 2 or 3 years. These two articles 
have reflected this determination.

|fext) What are merits’? What are demeritea? These are not abstruse prob- 
lems. However, these problems were confused for many years. Merits and 
demerits were confused during the l0-year turmoil. Old cadres who had made 
great contributions toward the revolution, adhered to principles and were 
in working were labeled as “elements” or “factions” and were tragically hit 
at and persecuted, However, some people who had become accustomed to flat- 
tering other people and boasting, were mediocre and incompetent or had hemmed 
and hawed had successful official careers and received promotions. "Those 
who really work are not as good as those who only look on and those who look 
on are not as good as those who make trouble." This situation confused many 
cadres, corrupted their minds and made them “foxy!" “seek no meritorious 
services but aim for perfection” became a universal mental state. 


Since the emashing of the “gang of four,” the mental state of cadres has 
undergone a very big change and there have been more and more people who 
dare to think, work and carry out reforms and who wholeheartedly render 
meritorious services for the Four Modernizations. However, a fairly large 
number of cadres have not changed their mental state. They only want to 
“avoid making mistakes," are overcautious, follow the beaten path and drift 
along aimlessly without doing anything significant. 


They are full of worries about implementing the line formulated by the 

Party Central Committee, the principles of seeking truth from facts and 
emancipating their minds which was put forward by the third plenary session 
of the Party Central Committee and the series of policies and measures of 
the party on bringing order out of chaos. They have passively handled these 
measures and not seriously studied and implemented them. They have said that 
they are afraid of repeating past mistakes. 


They have not investigated, studied, inquired into and solved the new situa- 
tion and new problems which has emerged in the Four Modernizations. They 
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have only waited tor the upper levela to give them regulations. They have 
said that they are afraid of making new mistakes, 


They have declined, where possible, work assigned by the party and people 
and have not seriously shouldered their responsibility. They have said 
that they are afraid of going wrong and getting into trouble, 


They have not tried to promote and improve their leadership ability and 
method. They have been satiafied with doing their work as if they were in 
an “office for incoming and outgoing mail." They have only relied on old 
“book worship," obsolete practices and old experiences to do their work. 
They have made a living out of handling official documents and correapon- 
dence and in a small circle and have considered themselves prudent. They 
are proud of "making no mistakes," 


This is the mental atate of some of our cadres, 


"To seek no meritorious services but aim for perfection" is in fact a 
"demerit" and is a very dangerous "demerit." It represents the strength 

of inertia and is incompatible with the requirements of the Four Moderniza- 
tions. The cause of socialist modernization which is imbued with reforms 
and exploration requires our cadres to mobilize their activism and initia- 
tive at high speed and do creative work. However, the mental state of "seek 
no meritorious services but aim for perfection" is actually used to imple- 
ment a "go-slow policy” and can turn many good ideas, good plans and good 
measures into empty talk. it makes some of our cadres nominal cadres and 
allows them to occupy positions without doing any work. It turns them 

into superfluous people and even into obstacles to advance. 


To change this mental state of some cadres, | feel that it is necessary to 
reverse these two clauses and encourage "seek no perfection but render 
meritorious services." That is to say, on the one hand, our cadres are 
required to jump out of the small circle where importance is attached to 
personal gain or loss, and are required to emancipate their minds, work 
boldly and not fear making mistakes. Among the cadres, it is essential to 
create an atmosphere in which not making mistakes is not regarded as 
giorious and achieving no good results is regarded as a shame. 


On the other hand, what is more important, in educating, fostering, employ- 
ing and selecting cadres, leadership organs at all levels must change their 
views and select, commend and assign important duties to those cadres who 
are bold in carrying out reforms and exploration and have real ability and 
learning. They must support the cadres’ creative initiative and encourage 
them te do creative work. They must measure the cadres' merits and demerits 
in an all-round way and correctly handle the mistakes made by cadres in the 
course of exploration and reform. They must not censure them as soon as 
they make a mistake. It is imperative to actually abolish the system of 
lifelong duty for cadres. Cadres who drift along aimlessly and seek no 
improvement should not be allowed to occupy their positions for a long time. 
We must really insure that merits and demerits are clearly appraised and 
rewards and punishments are meted out ina strict and fair way. Thus, our 
Four Modernizations will have promise.

SPARETIME STUDY PROGRAM SUCCESSFUL IN ZHEJIANG

MISUSE OF TELEVISION SETS, WATCHES CORRECTED

[Special column: Study the "Guiding Principles" and Build a Fine Party 
Style; article by Ye Zhangmu [5509 2874 2606]: "Completely Prohibit the 
Seizing of State Products Under the Pretext of ‘Trying Them Out'")] 


[Text] In enforcing the "guiding principles,” the Hangzhou Television 
Factory's general party branch carefully scrutinized the accounts of the 
products warehouse and recalled all 31 TV receivers which had long been 
borrowed and taken for use free of charge under the pretext of “trying 
them out.” 


In November last year, the Central Discipline Inspection Committee issued 
a circular on "Strictly Prohibiting the Seizing of State Products Under 
the Pretext of ‘Trying Them Out.'” The factory party general branch 
earnestly organized “a group of people” to study the circular, made 
known to all cadres and workers of the factory the exact contents of this 
document, mobilized the masses to expose cases, check loopholes and sug- 
gest necessary measures and set the following rules: in the future, 
nobody should borrow TV sets from the finished-products warehouse or 
production workshops for "trying them out" or other pretexts; nobody 
should make gifts of “samples” or sell products at low prices to any cadre 
or to any government office; when new products require inspection and 
“test viewing,” the factory office should, without exception, organize 

a single inspection and give approval, hand them over to the testing office 
for collective trying out and make sure to get them back for disposal 
within a specified time limit. Prototype machines in the factory should 
be placed under strict control, and should never be taken away for use or 
for disassemb!y and reassembly before they have gone through the procedure 
of examination and approval. In cases of violation, minor offenders 
shall be criticized and disciplined, while serious offenders must pay 
compensation for the loss and damage. The members of the factory ieader- 
ship are not allowed to purchase substandard products from the factory. 
At the same time, the general party branch at the factory also withdrew 
some personnel and organized them into a “stocktaking group,” led by an 
assistant manager of the factory, to check the finished-products accounts 
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of the warehouse, and to recall and dispose of TV sets taken away tor 
"trying out.” In the work of checking and recalling, the stocktaking 
group adopted the procedure of either receiving payment for goods or 
taking the goods back for disposal, according to the specific conditions 
of the borrowing units and individuals, Up to the present, all 31 TV 
sets taken away for "trial use" over an extended period, which should 

be recalled, have been taken back in cash or in kind, 


by recalling products taken away for "test viewing" and “trial use,” 
they have further perfected the enterprise's management system and have 
basically stopped the bad practice of taking products away for "trial 
use." In the past, whenever there was an exhibition or a trade fair, some 
TV sets were taken away and placed on display; thus they were removed 
for several years, as such cases were dragging on. At present, as soon 
as an exhibition or trade fair closes, the sample sets are to be taken 
back immediately. Recently, an electronic products trade fair was held 
by a concerned higher-level department; 18 different model TV sets were 
brought from the factory to the fair for display and sale, but they were 
taken back promptly after the exhibition with the assistance of units 
concerned, 


The Hangzhou Wristwatch Factory's party committee strictly entorced 
financial and economic discipline, resolutely checked up on products 
"borrowed" by others for trial sale, and recovered all payments on more 
than 400 watches which had been “borrowed” for “trial sale” in the past. 


In October 1979, in the course of checking up on assets and verifying 
financial accounts, the factory discovered that more than 400 watches 
that were “borrowed” by others a few years previously had been seized 
for use free of charge for a long time, and that more than 24,000 yuan of 
payments for goods were in arrears. They immediately held a meeting of 
the party committee, discussed problems of handling cases of "borrowed" 
watches and payments for goods in arrears, and formulated three measures 
as follows: 1. Strengthen the education of the cadres in strictly 
enforcing financial and economic discipline, and ask cadres at middle 
level and above to take the lead in enforcing financial and economic 
discipline by taking the responsibility for quickly recalling watches 
which had been "borrowed" by others through them, and for recovering 
payments for goods in arrears. 2. Issue reminder slips, in the name of 
the factory, to persons who had approached the factory to borrow watches, 
asking them to clear accounts by making payment within a fixed period; 
otherwise, economic measures would be taken against them for default. 

3. Make members of the factory leadership responsible individually for 
collecting payments in arrears on watches borrowed with their personal 
approval. Thanks to the determination and persistence of the factory 
party committee, within only a little over 1 month, more than 24,000 
yuan for some 400 watches “borrowed” by others in the last 2 years were 
collected.

EDUCATORS DISCUSS NEEDS FOR DEVELOPMENT OF EDUCATION 
Editor's Note 
Shanghai WEN HUI BAO in Chinese 15 Jun 80 p 2 


[Text] Editor's Note--The Central Committee of the Chinese Communist Party 
twice recently held discussions on problems in education, and gave great 
inspiration to this city's educators. Everybody who attended these dis- 
cussions on the advancement of educational undertakings participated 
enthusiastically. In connection with this, this newspaper invited leading 
persons from colleges and universities to take notes at a symposium on 
educational programs which was set up by the Municipal People's Government 
Office of Education and Public Health. These educators have expressed 
opinions on opening avenues for study, ways of managing higher education, 
reform of the college and university system, proper administration of key 
schools, bringing initiative into play in all aspects of educational 
administration, and other problems. Their ideas appear below. We hope that 
our readers will participate in the discussion bv sending us letters 
concerning issues in education. 


Educational Planning

Deliberations" ] 


[Text] The formulation of an education plan will take more than lofty 
aspirations. We will also have to proceed on the basis of concrete reality 
and make steady progress. We will have to consider needs related to 
national economic development and the kinds of demands that economic 
development is likely to make on education. This task is not merely the 
business of education departments. Economics and planning departments must 
cooperate with education departments in serious studies, and on this 
foundation the departments can then work out educational programs that will 
in turn be reviewed and brought into overall balance by planning committees. 
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To work out an education plan, we will have to summarize our past 
experience with educational undertakings, study the experiences of foreim 
countries, and come up with a method of education that is modern and 
suitable for China. If the plan is to be in line with China's economic 
traite, it must walk on two legs and include various types of schools. The 
second leg (sparetime education for those who work part-time and study 
part-time) will necessarily be inferior in quality than the first leg 
(full-time schooling). China's population is large and its economy 
relatively backward, so the country cannot rely entirely on full-time day 
universities to train capable people, We will have to rely largely on 
sparetime education to produce qualified personnel, Full-time schooling 
will, however, play a leading role in an unceasing drive to raise the 
quality of education in general. 


Our education plan will also have to be harmonious with the eight character 
policy, especially in the sense that it must stress reforms. Improvement 
without reforms is impossible. Maintaining the status quo would be certain 
to hinder the growth of education. They key to reform is to break away 
from the model of education which was developed by the Soviet Union in the 
1950's. Only by so doing can we adapt our educational system to the 
demands of the four modernizations. With respect to problems deriving from 
the organization of the system, the issue of autonomy for basic-level 
schools, whether they be administered by the central authorities or by 
their respective localities. must be resolved. Autonomy is no less an 
urgent, important necessity for schools than it is for factories and other 
enterprises, Schools lack control over their own finances, supplies, and 
personnel. The approval of higher authorities is necessary in all matters. 
Excessive central control causes schools to waste much time awaiting 
official written replies from higher authorities. How can we possibly run 
schools well enough to serve the four modernizations under this system? 

We should come to a decision promptly, study the way industrial departments 
operate, and begin experimenting with expanded autonomy. Development of 
higher education must also include reform of the methods by which 
universities presently manage food, clothing, shelter, and transportation. 
I propose that the public sector give the schools some relief from the 
burden of logistics work by setting up service companies that will handle 
basic necessities, so that school leaders can concentrate on teaching and 
research. Grants-ineaid constitute another area in need of appropriate 
reform. Scholarships instead of stipends would increase students' motivae 
tion and cut the cost of their education. Finally, we have to train 
students by laying a foundation and by cultivating in them the ability to 
study and think independently, so that they will be capable of pursuing 
advanced studies after graduation.

University: "Establishment of First-Rate Universities Is Necessary"] 


(Text] Shanghai's education plan must not only meet the city's own needs, 
but also take into consideration the nation's °. a; well. The necessity 
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of service to the nation makes the establishment of highequal.ty universieg 
ties an essential aspect of the plan. In the field of teacher training, for 
example, if Shanghai had a highequality teachers university, one that could 
truly be considered a key institution, such a school could train teachers 

of basic courses for teachers colleges and universities, as well as for 
other institutions of higher learning, in many areas throughout the country. 
Shanghai's industry and its science and technology sre relatively advanced, 
and the city has manpower and material resources. Proper emphasis by the 
leadership is all that needs to be added to make possible the establishment 
of nighequality universities. 





In the past, most institutions of higher learning in this country have each 
offered only one branch of academic or vocational study. In the future we 
should concentrate on establishing various kinds of multidepartmental 
colleges and universities. Diversification is the trend in foreign 
countries. One type of university found abroad is a loosely knit associa- 
tion of all the colleges in a given area, Another type is one in which a 
number of institutions in a given area cooperate by sharing teachers and 
facilities, along with other forme of mutual assistance. A third type is 
the composite university, which has high standards, consists of at least 
five or six colleges, in most instances has postgraduate programs, and 
carries on scientific research, There is also a mixed type of university, 
which combines an undergraduate college with a professional training school. 
In addition to the foregoing types, there are institutes which offer a 
Single branch of study, such as art, physical education, or foreign 
languages. Single-branch institutes continue to exist because of their 
long history. These schools are still being established because of the 
desire to maintain a tradition. We need to look at the experiences of 
foreign countries, make some changes, and diversify our approach to higher 
education, Integrating single-branch institutes would best be done on a 
voluntary basis, not by force. All parties have their respective needs, 
Cooperation should be the first step; close ties will follow later. When 
conditions are ripe, success will come and we will be able to combine 
Single-branch schools into a composite university. 


f we want to establish high-quality universities and operate them well, 
we must resolve the issue of school autonomy. There should not be too many 
schools under the direct leadership of relevant departments of the Party 
Central Committee. Administration that is too strict or too lenient will 
be detrimental to the cause of education. Leading departments certainly 
should be in charge of general orientation, specific policies, planning, 
inspection, exchange of experiences, and other related types of work, but 
some concrete tasks would best be handled by the schools themselves.

(Text | tong University trained many talented people before liberation, 
A fair number of professore and ecientiste in the United States today are 
graduates of Jiaotong University. They went abroad to go to graduate school, 


They acquired academic degrees and made their names abroad, so we say that 
in their case the flowers blossomed at home but bore fruit abroad, What is 
thus clear is that in the future we not only have to train undergraduates 
well and make ow wiiversities key institutions of higher learning; we also 
have to take action now to ensure a good education for graduate students by 
promptly implementing the academic system which has been promulgated by the 
state. The training of graduate students requires teachers of the highest 
caliber, ecientific research facilities, and research assignments. At 
present our colleges and universities are too backward, and launching 
scientific research is difficult, so we must pay special attention to 
investment in institutions of higher learning. 


What is the optimal size for a school? Though we study the experiences of 
foreign countries, we must also consider our own country's characteristics. 
Our schools are not like those in other countries. Here the cafeterias, 
dormitories, and other services are operated by the schools, and a great 
deal of school leaders' energy is spent on logistics work. Larger schools 
have more problems than smaller ones and are more difficult to operate 
smoothly. There are two ways to go about expanding higher education: one 
way is to do it like a hen laying eggs, to start new schools straight away, 
complete with dormitories, facilities, and trained faculty. The other way 
is to expand existing schools by establishing a number of new, relatively 
independent colleges. The latter approach is the way to build great 
universities. 


Cultivation of talent has to be accomplished through a continuous process 
of careful selection, and to further this purpose I propose the vigorous 
development of 2-year junior colleges. in the United States, many students 
attend junior colleges, and these schools train them to become workshop 
technicians. We are short of people with this kind of training. Qualified 
personnel emerge from a process of careful selection. After students 
graduate from junior middle school, some of them go to vocational school, 
and some go to senior middle school. Some senior middie school graduates 
go on to junior college (some of these people become eligible after 2 years 
of school to continue studying at a 4eyear university), while others enter 
4eyear universities. University eraduates with good academic records are 
eligible to enter graduate school, and the best of those who complete 2 
years of postgraduate study continue to the Ph.D. degree. This progressive, 
tier-by-tier selection process makes possible the cultivation of persons 

of outstanding ability. 
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The Sixth Minietry of Machine Building has shown interest in Jiaotong 
niversity and has done whatever it could do for the university. The 
problem is that after the Minietry of Education turned the supervision of 
Jiaotong University over to the Sixth Ministry of Machine Building, the 
Minietry of Bdueation etill wanted to deal with certain probiems that would 
be diffieult for an industria, department to handle, There are some 
apeciaities in which investment by the Sixth Ministry of Machine Building 
would be irrational, Direct investment in each specialty should come from 
the ministry most directiy related to that particular speciality, Direct 
contacts between other industrial departments and relevant specialities in 
our school would be desirable as a meane of enabling the schoo. to open 
channeis for qualified people from our school to move into these 
departmente. 


Municipal Support

[Text] Leading comrades of the central authorities have repeatedly stressed 
the need for us to concentrate our strength on properly operating key 
universities and colleges. How can we concentrate cur strength? I think 
that the central authorities and this locality should jointly decide what 

is excellent and support it. Because key institutions of higher learning 
are at present controlled mainly by departments of the central authorities, 
the municipal authorities are concerned much less with them than they are 
with the development of local schools and branch schools that are under 
municipal control. How can we possibly concentrate owr strength and attain 
superiority in these circumstances? The municipal authorities should 

break out of the set pattern, pledge support to the city's key universities, 
nd impel them to come up to international standards. Well-run key 
universities can heip ordinary local universities and colleges. We 
fervently hope that relevant leading departments in the city of Shanghei 
will give attention and support to key universities by furnishing more 
teachers to supplement the faculty, by helping the schools acquire more 
books. and 80 on. 


Key universities unquestionably have to be engaged in both teaching and 
research, the two pivotal concerns of higher education. Only by improving 
the quality of research will we be able to continuously raise teaching 
standards. Colleges and universities have formidable research capabilities, 
and thus they have the potential for making a significant contribution to 
scientific research in this country. Therefore, the Municipal Scientific 
Committee should devote much attention to expanding scientific research in 
7>olleges and universities; earnestly regard key institutions of higher 
learning as a front army in the cause of science and technology; treat them 
as Key scientific research units with respect to assignment of research

Sparetime Higher Education

[Text] If we want to bring about a really significant expansion of higher 
education, we will definitely have to break with the idea that we can solve 
the whole range of problem with a single stroke, and instead implement a 
balanced system composed of various types of schools. We cannot expect all 
universities and colleges to operate as 4‘<year schools at which all students 
jive on campus. The nation's financial resources will not allow large-scale 
development of regular, full-time universities. We must lean more tovard 
the development of day schools, two-shift schools, evening schools, 
correspondence schoole, and other models for operating institutions of 
higher learning. 


Achievement of the four modernizations will require a mammoth force of 
scientific and technical personnel and a mighty contingent of economic 
management personnel. Not only is there a shortage of these kinds of 
cadres, the ones we do have are too old and lack suitable professional 
abilities. The contradictions seem glaring. To resolve these contradic- 
tions completely, colleges and universities will have to do more than stress 
full-time undergraduate programs. They will also have to devote major 
efforte to sparetime education in order to continuously raise the profi- 
ciency ievels of cadres at their posts. 


There are many conditions favorable for the operation of a system of spare- 
time education for staff and workers by full-time institutions of higher 
learning. The potential of presently available teachers, classrooms, and 
laboratories has not been fully tapped. In Shanghai, housing is centrally 
concentrated and transportation is convenient. Evening schools can use 
classrooms in middle schools. There is no need for students to eat their 
mesais or live at school. A teacher-student ratio of 1 to WO, and a cadre- 
student ratio of 1 to 90, should be adequate. Looking at the evening school 
operation at our school in the 14 years prior to the Great Proletarian 
Cultural Revolution, as well as at our present evening school operation, it 
is safe to say that evening schools are not only inexpensive to operate but 
are also completely capable of turning out qualified personnel for the 
state. 


If we want to make a success of sparetime higher education for staff and 


vorkers, then I feel that we should direct our attention to the following 
problem: First, we have to rum schools according to the regular pattern of 
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education, We should learn a lesson from the way we used to “rush headlong 
inte precipitate action, and then break up in a hubbub.” We need to make 
conscientious preparations, follow a rigorous system of teaching, and 

ensure the quality of teaching. We cannot act casually or rashly. To 
achieve these ideals, we have to enforce entrance requirements for new 
etudents, and mke sure that inatruction comes up to college standards and 
sonforms to both educational objectives and lesson plans. Sparetime 
education will have vitality only if quality is ensured, Second, sparetime 
education for staff and workers must be brought into line with the state's 
educational development plan, The number of students to be accepted and 

the amount of funds to be allocated should both be fixed in the state pian 
and guaranteed, Third, we have to deal with problems relating to the 
educational level of graduates of sparetime education programs, the uses to 
which their skills are put, and the way society treats these people, Today, 
graduates of sparetime education programs often discover that their diplomas 
do not carry much weight in society. Their talents are wasted. and this 
iack of social recognition dampens the students' enthusiasm. Thus there is 
a need to step up efforts to inform the public about the achievements of 
sparetime higher education in order to eliminate the tendency of the public 
to underestimate it, 


Sound Teaching Methods

[Text] As the old saying goes, it takes 10 years to grow a tree and 10 
years to rear a person. The key is to teach people the proper way. Unlike 
some medical schools in foreign countries that devote a great deal of 
attention to teaching methods, we have not adequately examined the way we 
teach. Foreign medical schools attach great importance to course 
syllabuses. Some of these schools have set up teaching program committees 
that routinely discuss course syllabuses. Teaching programs should be 
suited to local conditions. China is a big country, and the principal 
diseases in the north are different from those in the south. Medical school 
teaching programs should emphasize the health problems prevalent in the 
respective areas. They should not be permanently unalterable, either. 

They should be reviewed every year or two and revised as circumstances 
merit. Teaching methods should also be carefully scrutinized. Teachers 
typically spoonfeed all they know to their students, even though this 
knowledge could become obsolete in a year or two. This kind of teaching 
oes not train students to think independently. Students need to be taught 
how to study. If they know how to learn while they are in school. then they 
wiil be able to form their own opinions in later life and realize their 
creative potential. The first thing that some schools teach freshmen is 
how to use the library, so that they will be able to locate and use 
reterence books and periodicals on their own. Briefly then, we must look 
ahead, not back. Pedagogical reform must also emphasize continuous study.

Proper Management

Handled in Accordance With the Laws of Economics") 


[Text] Since education is a productive force, it must be managed in 
accordance with the principles of economics. Education at present does not 
pay attention to its economic effects, and this is fairly serious. Schools 
enroll a certain number of students as mandated bv leading education 
departments. The failure of the people in charge of education to comprehend 
the real needs of the national economy results in haphazard training. Some 
#raduates do not receive job assignments. Other are assigned to jobs that 
are unrelated to their specialties. and they fail to use what they have 
studied, The nation is short of trained personnel in some fields, while 
talent is being wasted in others. This state of affairs is harming the 
country unnecessarily. Furthermore, since schools are not subject to any 
economic policy restrictions, whether they are run well or poorly makes no 
difference; likewise, good students and poor students are assigned to 
comparable workposts. The system is inflexible and gives personnel units no 
latitude of choice in hiring graduates. In these circumstances. how can any 
of the three elements--the people in charge of education, the students, and 
the personnel units--possibly be enthusiastic? 


So education must be subject to the laws of economics. We cannot blindly 
formulate a student recruitment plan without regard to the economy. There 
should be discussion on the possibility of trying out an approach in which 
economics departments and education departments in Shanghai would draw up 
personnel training contracts. The contracts would give personnel units the 
right to come to schools and hold examinations for the purpose of identi- 
fying the most qualified graduates, who would then be hired. If personnel 
units place graduates in jobs for which they are not suited, education 
departments might suggest possible solutions to the problem. An intramural 
and intermural competition would help us establish clear-cut standards for 
training personnel, function as a means of assessing the effectiveness of 
schools. and serve to arouse the enthusiasm of the people in charge of 
schools, the students, and the personnel units. It would thus facilitate 
the effective operation of education. 
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Universal Education

[Text] The population, qualified personnel, and econay of Shanghai are 
ail geographically concentrated, The city's superior attributes outweigh 
ite shortcomings, and it is the piace where the expansion of education 
should begin, By 1985, senior middle school education should be universally 
available in the city proper and in the municipality's other cities and 
towns, and schooling through the eighth grade should be universally 
available in the suburbs and villages. In connection with making secondary 
education universal, we need to decide what is the appropriate period for 

a student's schooling. If we take into consideration the physical fitness 
of children and youths, then age 6 to age 18 is the most appropriate period 
for basic education. Scientific progress and the continuow increase in 
total knowledge will increasingly burden students unless we lengthen the 
period of schooling to the extent necessary to enable wi to make additions 
to the curriculum, correct deficiencies, and improve what is best. How 
long should the schooling period be? Many comrades prefer a i2@<-year system. 
This is the system that is most common in foreign countries. Shanghai 
favors a 5, 3, 4 system (5 years of elementary school, 3 years of junior 
middle school, and 4 years of senior middle school). Students who are 
accepted by colleges and wniversities graduate at the end of the llth grade; 
those who will not go on to institutions of higher learning instead take 

an additional year of vocational training, which equips them to enter the 
Job market. Schooling certainly should be in diverse forms suited to local 
conditions. This goes for higher education as well. Key universities, 
ordinary colleges, professional training schools. and branch campuses of 
universities offer various programs of study. There are 2-year, 4-year, 
and 5-year degree programs. Each has its proper place. Each contributes to 
bring all positive factors into play. 


Teachers are the key to universal education. Shanghai is also in an 
advantageous position in this respect. Of course, the number and quality 
of teachers in Shanghai still fall far short of the requirements of the four 
modernizations, but Shanghai's teacher training institutions should through 
great efforts be able to solve problems related to teachers--specifically, 
by releasing teachers from work so that they can study, providing on-the- 
Job training, improving teachers' material benefits, widertaking reform of 
teachers' salaries, and other similar reforms.

HUBEL FORUM ON RESTRUCTURING SECONDARY EDUCATION

[Text] According to HUBEL RIBAO, the Provincial Education Bureau recently 
convened a forum on restructuring secondary education. Comrades who attended 
the forum unanimously held: restructuring secondary education involves all 
sectors of society and is related to the construction of the Four Moderniza- 
tions; it is a difficult task. However, so long as the CCP Committees attach 
importance to it and the leaders grasp it personally, it is not difficult to 
atart the first step. 


Regarding the general situation, readjusting the proportions betweer general 
secondary schools and vocational schools in the rural areas of our province 
has started the cirst step and yielded results. The result is better than 

in the cities. However, apart from ideological obstacles, the problem of the 
purpose of running a school exists in restructuring secondary education. The 
ideological obstacle is chiefly shown as: Some cadres are unwilling to send 
their children to enter agricultural secondary schools or vocational schools; 
instead they want to send them to universities or secondary technical schools. 
As for the purpose of running a school, the meeting held that the responsi- 
bility of the agricultural schools and vocational schools is to train laborers 
who possess socialist awareness and considerable academic knowledge for the 
country. Such students can not only undertake technical labor but also go on 
to further studies. 


The experiences introduced at the forum showed: There are various ways to 
run agricultural schools and vocational schools. There are schools organized 
by factories, institutes and stations as well as those organized by counties, 
communes and brigades. There are transitional professional courses, in full- 
time schools, and pure vocational schools. During the forum, all held: We 
should attach importance to studying the prospects of the agricultural and 
vocational school] leavers and seek ways to solve their problems. We must 
treat equally without discrimination those who possess technique and ability 
and gain good results and assign them technical titles. We must appoint 
capable people to posts, select the better people according to their produc- 
tion capability and oppose unhealthy tendency of appointing people to positions 
by favoritism or personal acquaintance.

Last year, 34,000 youths who settled in the 
rural areas from 1968 to 1972 were given jobs by various counties in suburban 
Shanghai. The remaining 27,000 or so rusticated youths who settled in the 
countryside from 1973 to 1977 will all be given jobs during this year.
